The eastern Indiana fair circuit at 
a meeting held in Muncie last evening* 
in the office of •Charles II. Anthony, 
the president, decided to admit to the 
circuit the Rushville, Shelbyville and 
Poneto fair association. 
The last 
named place as yet has only''a race 
track, but proposes to establish a 
fair ground about it. 
All members of the original circuit 
were represented. 
William L. King, 
secretary of the Rushville association 
and 
E. W. McDaniel of Shelbyville, 
secretary of that town’s fair associa­ 
tion, made formal applications for 
entry. Poneto, which is a small town 
in Wells county, was represented by 
three men, who were told that Peneto 
would be admitted on making a satis­ 
factory 
representation, 
which was 
promised. 
It is believed that these additions 
will greatly strengthen the Eastern 
Indiana Fair Association, as stock 
exhibitors and racing stables will be 
assured of continuous engagements. 
The fairs will open in July at Marion, 
Iud., and will close in September at 
Shelbyville just 
before 
the 
State 
fair, allowing entries in the Shelby­ 
ville meeting sufficient time in which 
to complete their several weeks of ex­ 
hibition at the Indianapolis fair. 
The circuit elected the following 
officers to serve the 
ensuing 
year: 
President, Charles IL Anthony, re­ 
elected; 
secretary, 
F. A. Weishnrt 
of Middleton, re-elected. 
Other of­ 
ficers will be chosen later. 
The sec­ 
ond meeting of the circuit will be held 
iii Muncie, March 12. at which time 
tile racing program 
and all classes 
for exhibits will be perfected. 
An innovation was the decision that 
in the future the purse in* no class 
harness race shall be less than $300. 
No restriction as to purses over that 
amount were made. 
It was also de­ 
fended that three-year-old colt races 
for both trotters and pacers should 
be held at each meeting. 
The cir­ 
cuit decided to cut out the expensive 
stake races, which have cost much 
more money than they have brought 
in in recent years. 
Instead of the 
stake races the circuit will establish 
uniform classes for all races.

20: Montpelier, July 30 to Angust 2 |

It is proposed to have this set of 
books properly indexed and keep it 
I open for public inspection 
in

public place in the business district 
which will be accessible at any time. 
This plan is arranged so that no pos­ 
sible complaint can he made against 
the association of worker.-. Under 
this regime any person may call and 
look over the accounts and see just 
what is bejng accomplished. 
Charity w o rk ers' believe also that 
this new idea will help considerably in 
the matter of individual giving to the 
poor. Any person who is called upon 
to contribute to 
poor 
or 
indigent 
residents of the city, may consult tho; 
proposed set of books 
and 
records 
and sec what, if anything, in the way 
of charity was done in this peculiar 
Case. and then can get a clear and 
coneine idea of the case and deter­ 
mine whether or not there is a need 
where the applicate n has been made. 


The promoters of this new chari­ 
table movement wish It plainly under­ 
stood. however, that there will be no 
need or necessity, for a time at least 
after the first of the year, for any 
private money contributions o f'th o 
city’s poor.

USE SALTON ROADS 


As a general rule the roads in and 
around French towns are tarred at 
the commencement of the summer in 
order to abate the dust nuisance.
